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FAYETTEVILLE CHURCHES OF 1898 


The pictures of the Fayetteville churches of 60 years ago, shown on 
the front page, are from a railroad progotion pamphlet, "Headlight 
Flashes", published April 1899 in Kansas City, Mo. The booklet, which 
is something of a rarity, was made available to us by J.Alvis Reed. 
The picture shows the Baptist Church that stood on the west side of 
College avenue between Spring and Dickson streets. It also shows the 
frame church in which the Methodists worshipped while the brick church 
at the corner of Dickson and Highland was being built. 

The booklet also contains pictures of the City Roller Mills, the old 
courthouse on the Square, the Oriental Hotel, the high school, the 
many early residences (Duke, Davidson, etc.), which we plan to repro- 
duce in future issues of FLASHBACK. 


MIXING HISTORY WITH FRIED CHICKEN 


A few weeks ago, Ernest Scott, a member of the WCHS, invited Tom 
Feathers and me to come out to Goshen and eat fried chicken with the 
Methodists. Also, he asked me to speak on Washington County history. 
Tom said the food was better than my talk. I'm inclined to agree. 
There were five or six kettles of chicken, three or four big pots of 
baked beans, corn on cob, green beans, potato salad, corn bread, and 
more pies than I've ever seen in one place. Also, there was good-fel- 
lowship. I was lucky enough to sit across the table from 92-year-old 
Mr.Mayfield, who told me about pioneer days. In my talk I tried to 
tell the folks how we do research in family history, using the Oxford 
family as an example. The Oxfords came to the Goshen area (Oxford Bend 
of White River) about the time our county was organized. They're still 
there, I met two Oxford descendants after the dinner. 


Early in July, Joe Robinson of Springdale invited me to speak at a 
social gathering of a Baptist Church group, in the beautiful back yard 
of his home on Holcomb street in Springdale. When he phoned me, Mr, 
Robinson asked me totalk onthe subject of county history "but be 
sure to include the Baptists." So I took another Methodist, my neigh- 
bor, Roy Scott, along for company. We decided that the fried chicken 
served by the Baptists was every bit as good as Methodist fried chick- 
en. After a sumptuous dinner in the park-like yard, we went into the 
house, where I told the folks something about the early history of our 
county. I even managed to work in some mention of the Baptists, includ- 
ing the Liberty congregation of the Missionary Baptists -- from which 
the Springdale Baptist Church descends and about which little is known. 
A wonderful opportunity to do some research in church history.

| RAGLAND BOOKS REVEAL LOCAL HISTORY | 


Mr. and Mrs. Paul Lewis, who bought the old Ragland home on East 
Dickson street, Fayetteville, are now engaged in restoring this house. 
They have acquired the doors and walnut staircase from the old Byrnes 
house at the corner of Willow and Lafayette and are placing these in 
the Ragland house. The staircase is a beautiful example of the fine 
woodwork of 75 years ago. 


The Ragland house,it is believed, stands on the site of the McGarrah 
house — the first lee home built in Fayetteville (1828). The McGarrahs 
owned the entire area east of College avenue, from Center street to 
Lafayette and built their first home near the Big Spring from Which 
Spring street gets its name. 


When the Lewises took possession ofthe Ragland house,they found sev— 
eral hundred books scattered around the rooms. They have given these 
to the Washington County Historical Society and we have salvaged 150 
books in fair to good condition. The books were part of the library of 
the Rev.N.M.Ragland. Mrs.Lewis asked that if we found the Ragland fam- 
ily Bible, it be preserved. Well, we found the Bible, and this is the 
information it contains:

"Family Record" is a 4-page insert between the Old and New Testa- 
ments in an 1873 Bible published by the American Bible Society. On the 
first page, in the Reverend Ragland's handwriting, is this: "I began 
reading Sunday evening, June 2, 1878." 


Among the Ragland books: are three -leather-bound Record Books, con- 
taining lists of pastoral calls, sermons, marriages, funerals, and 
financial accounts with the Board of the Christian Church. The three 
books are dated 1897, 1902 and 1904. There must have been others, but 
evidently only these three have survived. 


The 1897-1898 record book has this inscription on the fly leaf: "To- 
day I begin my 13th year's work with the Church in Fayetteville. This 
I consider the best day I have ever seen. I also believe that the year 
just closed was the best year I have ever known. I desire a closer 
walk with God, a deeper sense of His presence, more consecration to 
Christ, and a fuller fellowship with the Holy Spirit. My motto for the 
year: 'God forbid that I should glory. save in the Cross of Christ!" 


That year oe Reverend Ragland made 891 pastoral calls. Every one is 
named, dated and numbered. Thus, on Nov. 20, 1897, he called on Mrs. 
Randall, Mrs.Agee, Mrs.Davidson, Mrs. Chisholm and Bro.Lackey. In Janu- 
ary 1898 his pastoral visits included Col. Pettigrew, Mrs. Campbell, 
Mrs. Barr, Mrs.Walker, J.L.Duke, Mrs.Rackerby,Bro.McRoy, Capt.Harrison, 
Mrs, Alice Massie, Mrs. Comer, Mrs. Bozarth, Mrs.Baber, Mrs.Crenshaw, 
Mrs.Rosser, Miss Annie Lackey, and more. 


‘The preacher's salary that year was $1,200 ($99 short at the end of 
the year). C.C.Conner and B.R.Davidson made up the shortages. Weekly 
payment's~ to the pastor -ranged from $8 to $66. In 1898 the preacher 
mace seven out-of-town trips, ‘which cost him 


Rogers -- $1 Little Rock and Pine Bluff -- $10 
Fort Smith -- $3.25 Springfield -- $4.60 
Springdale -- .50 Eureka Springs -- $4.65 


Bentonville -- $2.50 


In addition to his salary, the preacher took in $53.50 in "Marriage 
Fees." He pepformed-nine mrriages in 1898, receiving fees ranging 
from $2.50 to one of $20. 


"Deaths during niy 13th year" numbered eleven, as follows: J.L.Duke, 
Mrs.Mollie O'Brien, B.F.Killen, Miss Cora Gates, Nat Massie, Mr. Tuck, 
Mrs. T.W.White, Byron Shelton, Mrs. May McNair Brown, T.W. Pollard and 
Mrs.Alice Massie. 
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The Reverend Ragland listed every meeting he attended. "Meetings 
attended" during 1897-1898 numbered: 307, including prayer meetings, 
teachers meetings, WCTU, Reading Circle, Jail service (monthly), AOUW, 
Endeavor, K of P, etc. He preached 90 sermons that year (text is given 
for each sermon’). On June 17, 1898, he preached at the corner stone 
laying of the new Methodist Church. His text was Ps.8:4. 


The 1902-1903 Record Book has this inscription: "Began my 18th year 
with the First Christian Church in Fayetteville, on Saturday, Nov. 15, 
1902." 

"Calls made in Fayetteville during my 18th year" totalled 1,071. 
Name and date are given for each call. : 

"Meetings attended" - 217. 

"Money received on salary" -— $20 each week ( $1,040 for the year). 
The salary was paid in 1902 by J.C.Massie, treasurer, and in 1903 by 
H. F. Reagan. 

"Money received not on salary" - $268, including donations and marr- 
iage fees, He had ten weddings, the fees ranging from $1 to $15. 

"Deaths during my 18th year" numbered 18, including the funeral of 
Mrs. Lena Stafford at Springdale on Nov. 21, 1902, and the funeral of 
Miss Elizabeth Roberts at Farmington, June 3, 1903. 


The Reverend Ragland ocassionally inserted miscellaneous items in 
his record, Thus, on Aug. 22, 1903 we find this entry: "Began taking 
hydrant water Aug. 22, 1903." Which evidently dates Fayetteville's 
water system to that year. 


The 1904-1905 Record Book lists 1,512 pastoral visits that the Rev- 
erend Ragland-made that year. Pastoral calls on Dec. 20, 1904 were on 
Julia McAdams, Mrs.Massie,C.C.Conner and "Forx Wood and the KA boys." 


"Money received on salary" was $20 a week till July 1, 1905, when it 
was raised to $25. His year's salary was $1,160. He preached exactly 
100 sermons that year. He attended 245 meetings, including a football 
game on Nov.13! On Nov.20, 1904, the Reverend Ragland did not preach 
but four members of the Board —- Rev. R.H.Johnson, Col.T.J.Hunt, B-R. 
Davidson and H.F.Reagan -- spoke on church finances. 


The Reverend Ragland preached 26 funeral sermons during the 1904-05 
church year, as follows:

An interesting entry: "Oct. 4, 1905, Had a conversation today with 
Mrs.S.K.Stone. She said she:is the only person living in Fayetteville 
who was here in 1833.

ABSTRACT COVERS 120 YEARS 


‘When Captain Lynn Fletcher and his wife ( Mary Lou Campbell-) this 
‘ symmer purchased a lot on East Dickson street in Fayetteville, they 
discovered some well-known pioneer names on their abstract. The first 
half-dozen entries read as follows: 


Aug. 20, 1838 - US to William and John McGarrah, NWi Sec.15, Twnehp 
—16N, R30, 160 acres. Rec.Vol.I, page 10. 


Jan, 21, 1839 - William McGarrah and Elizabeth, his wife, to John 
McGarrah, quit claim deed. $1,000. Both William and Elizabeth McGarrah 
signed by mark, 


“May 26 » 1842 - Sheriff's deed on Writ of Extecution. Presley R.Smith, 
Sheriff, to SebronG. Sneed. NWi of NWi, 40 acres, for $17. 


June, 4, 1842 - Sebron G. Sneed to Randolph MeGarrah, Sebron S. Mc- 
Garrah and James C. McGarrah. Quit claim deed. #18. 


May 2, 1843 - Sheriff's deed. Sold to Wm.T.Larremore and Martin W. 
Thornberry. 


Nov. 11, 1847 - Martin W. Thornberry and Talitha, his wife ( X her 
mark) to. Wm.T.Larremore. N% of NWi Sec.15, Tp 16N, R30. $600. 


Bec. 24, 1851 - Jonas M.Tebbetts amd H.F.Thomason, attorneys in fact, 
for W.T.Larremore and Susan his wife, etc. 


The fact that the US patent is dated 1838 does not preclude the poss- 
ibility (and probability)that the McGarrahs were in possession of this 
land. as early as 1828. Federal land patents were always late. The 
McGarrahs owned all of what became the Masonic Addition to Fayette- 
ville, as well as several lots in the original Town of Fayetteville. 


While it is known that John ("Captain Jack") McGarrah was unable to 
write -— as witness the "cheese-grindstone" story in W.S. Campbell's 
"One Hundred Years of Fayetteville” -- the Fletchers' abstract re- 
veals that William and Elizabeth also signed "by mark." 


The 1842 transaction, whereby Sebron G. Sneed, Circuit Judge, pur- 
chased a part of the property (40 acres) at a Sheriff's Sale and im- 
mediately transferred it to three McGarrah sons, one of whom was named 
Sebron S. McGarrah, suggests that Judge Sneed was in some way related 
to the McGarrahs. The Sneeds and most of the McGarrahs moved to Texas 
in the early 1850s. 


“Another interesting name on the Fletcher abstract is that of Wm. T. 
Larremore, a pioneer preacher who changed denominations on occasion. 
He was one of Fayetteville's early promoters and land speculators. 

The 1851 entry is interesting because it suggests a law partnership 
between Tebbetts and Thomason. H.F.Thomason of Benton County was Cir- 
cit judge. Jonas Tebbetts was the financial backer of old Arkansas 
College. He built the P.R.Green home on East Dickson street. ; 

Every owner of real estate in 'ashington County has a slit¢e of his- 
tory in his abstract. FLASHBACK will be glad to learn of other docu- 
ments that bear the names of Washington County pioneers.

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One of the more unusual Forage Claims filed and prosecuted by Cap- 
tain Reed was the following: 


Elijah Leach, deceased. His claim was for forage taken by the US 
troops at Fort Smith. His money came to the Quartermaster there in the 
summer of 1864. He was afraid to go and he sent his stepdaughter and 
they would not pay it to her, only to him in person. He was killed by 
Col. Jimeson's Command in the fall of 1864 and he never did get the 
money. He has one heir living, his daughter, wife of T. A. Edmiston. 
Frank Dyer is administrator of Leach's estate. His claim was for $600. 
T. A. Edmiston's P.O. is Boonsboro, Ark. I amto have 10 per cent for 
collecting. 3lst of Oct., 1873. 


In 1876 Captain Reed filed the following claim in Washington: 


Sarah S. Pollard of Benton County gave me the Power of Attorney to 
collect her Southern claim in the hands of the Southern Commissioners, 
Washington, D.C. I am to have 50 per cent of her claim for collecting. 
Her claim is No.9648 for $800. Allowed $385 on March 16, 1876. 


Claimants who had receipts, signed by a Quartermaster or other offi- 
cer, for the forage and produce taken during the war by Northern 
troops, had an easier time collecting their claims than those who had 
nothing to show for the corn, wheat, flour, bacon and pork that had 
been taken by the invading army. Affidavits were helpful, especially 
when supported by ex-Union soldiers. Confederate veterans or sympath— 
izers probably had a hard time getting their Forage Claims approved, 
althogh Captain Reed played no favorites. He got his fee, ranging 
from 10 to 50 per cent, no matter whether his client had been Union or 
Confederate in the late war. It is worth noting that William Morton 
and William Rogers of Prairie Grove were unable to collect on their 
respective Forage Claims for $2,998 and $2,163 -- probably because 
their property losses occurred in battle and not through seizure. 


Most of the Forage Claims allowed were modest amounts, from $100 to 
$300. The largest amounts allowed to citizens of Washington County 
were $1,340 to Margaret Drake, $1,166 to T.M. Godard, ami $1,100 to 
KAbijah Phelan. 


The largest claim filed through Captain Reed's office was that of 
Cornelius H. Kidd, administrator of the estate of T.K.Kidd. He filed a 
Forage Claim for $10,604 in 1873. Six years later (1879) the claim had 
been reduced to $9,970, with this notation by Captain Redd: "I am to 
have 15%." The Reed ledger does not show the final disposition of the 
Kidd claim. 


Tandy Kidd's claim was no doubt based on the loss that he suffered 
in 1862 when General Blunt's Federal army seized and operated the Kidd. 
mill at Boonsboro (Cane Hill). Kidd's mill was where Pyeatt, Moore,, 
Carnahan, Buchanan, and others operated after the war —— where the big 
water wheel still stands (1958). Maps of the battle of Cane Hill show 
Kidd's mill pond on Jordan Creek, just north of where the road now 
crosses the creek. The Kidd family burying ground is on the road that 
winds up the hill to the McClellan graveyard.

Alexander Parker in 1885. Their children were Clara and Clarence Parker 
(twins) and Homer and Virgil Parker (also twins).

Crider, and Lafayette Gollahar was Mr.Crider's grandfather. 


One member of the Peerson family, E.P.Peerson, owned a store at Green- 
land at the time the village was called Staunton for a short time. 


Homer Parker and his cousin, Dennis C. Parker, were recent visitors 
at Fayetteville, and while here Dennis C. Parker became a member of the 
Washington County Historical Society.

| HISTORICAL SOUVENIRS | 


(After the Civil War, in which he served in the First Arkansas Cav- 
alry USA, Col. Thomas J. Hunt of Fayetteville was appointed Revenue 
Assessor for the 3rd District of Arkansas. Among the Hunt papers in 
the keeping of the Washington County Historical Society is a packet of 
letters endorsed in Hunt's handwriting: "Whiskey seized at Sherman, 
Arkansas, with papers relating thereto." The letters tell of an in- 
teresting incident. They read as follows:)

On the 15 March last through the failure of one of our customers in 
Forsythe, Mo., we were compelled to take 15 Bris whiskey in liquida- 
tion of our claim against him (the same having been sold to him by us). 
T here being no market there, we purchased a flat boat and put the 
whiskey on it in charge of a young man named Lemuel Freeman, with in- 
structions (as pr copy enclosed). 


About the 20th of March, while prosecuting his trip on White River, 
at Sherman, Marion Co., Ark., inthe 3rd Rev. Dis., he disposed of 4 
barrels of said whiskey. The Depy. U. S. Marshal, W.C.Hudson, then 
seized the balance of the lot, ten barrels (one barrel being destroyed 
by the rabble) for non-payment of Special Tax for License and filed 
information against it in the Federal Courts at Little Rock ED, E.G. 
Whipple, US Atty., 250 miles from where the whiskey was seized. This 
whiskey was labelled inthe name of and asthe property of Lemuel 
Freeman. 


With a great deal of trouble and at heavy expense, we sent to Sher- 
man and thence to Little Rock and bonded the whiskey from the possess— 
ion of the US Marshal. The expense and costs thus far attending the 
matter is about equal to the value of the whiskey. We are largely en- 
gaged in the wholesale liquor business inthis City and have always 
met our revenue taxes with promptness and never attempted any evasion 
of same and desire to pay all just and proper License Tax &c imposed 
by law and would therefore respectfully ask you (in compromise of this 
case) to order a dismissal of all proceedings against said 10 barrels 
of whiskey, upon payment by us of Sixteen & 66/100 Dollars, the amt 
Special Tax ( Merchants Wholesale Liquor License ) for the months of 
March and April 1871 and all costs incurred, although sold by said 
Freeman against our instructions.

FAMILY HISTORY | from the Society's Files

WILSON 


James Wilson, W. Center St., Fayetteville, who is a member of our 
Society, is anxious to complete the lineage of his family -- the pion- 
eer Wilsons who lived on Middle Fork. Any readers who can supply in- 
formation are asked to write to Mr.Wilson or to the Society. Our file 
shows the following, from records furnished by Janie Wilson Shreve 
(Mrs. Ralph Shreve): 


JOHN WILSON was the first of this family in Washington County. He was 
of Scotch ancestry and could speak Gaelic.

OLD VINEYARD CEMETERY 


This old burying ground had escaped'me on my previous visits to the 
Evansville area. I am familiar with*the Academy, Lewis, Chandler and 
other old graveyards around Evansville but somehow I missed the Vine- 
yard cemetery. _ But on August 12, I visited this old burying ground, 
where sleep members of the pioneer Shannon, Price, Denton, Bryant, 
Tatum, Greer, and other families. There are about 200 graves in this 
fenced and well-kept burying ground, which is located a mile north of 
Evansville anda half mile east of Highway 59. It .is within walking 
distance of the Latta settlement at Old Vineyard. My guides were Rex 
Winsted and L.R.Hatchett, both of whom have ancestors sleeping in this 
old burying ground. Among the older settlers buried here are the fol- 
lowing:

My last-stop in Vineyard cemetery was a walled enclosure containing 
four graves. The inscriptions on the headstones have weathered away, 
but a pencil rubbing brought out one -- "Jno. George, AE 9 Y 10 M." 
This walled-in burial plot has no connection with pioneer history. It 
marks the last resting place of four members of a Turkish show troop 
which camped one night in the dry creek bed of Evansville creek. During 
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the. night. a: heavy rain inthe hills sent a torrent of water rushing down 
the creek. Four of the strangers and their trained bears were drowned, 
For many years after the tragedy, the survivors each year visitéd the 
burial plot at Old Vineyard. °° None has been there recently. Yet the 
memory of these gypsies is-kept' alive through the years, as the story 
is told and re-told in the homes along Evansville Creek. nine,

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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT made and entered into between Martha Reed of 
the first part and James C. Barnett of the second part, all of the 
County of Washington and State of Arkansas. 


WHEREAS I the above named Martha Reed, bind myself to give to the 
said Jamés C. Barnett full possession of my farm, lots, stables and 
all pertaining to said farm, with the exception of the kitchen house 
and one-half of the fruit of said orchard, for which I, the said Bar- 
nett, bind myself to pay to the said Martha Reed one third of wheat 
crop I may grow on all the land that was in cultivation in the year 
1866 and I the said Barnett further bind myself to make and repair the 
fence around said farm so as to secure said crop for which said Bar- 
nett has the privaledge (sic) of cleaning up just as much as he thinks 
that he can-cultivate and have the right of changing the condition of 
cross fences to suit his convenience, for which he is entitled to all 
that he can make of all that he may put in cultivation. 


This agreement made and entered on this 21st day of December 1866.

‘They Put a Money Value~on Elkhorn Tavern 


I attended the Chancery Court proceedings at Bentonville on July 24. 
The state of Arkansas was suing to secure possession of Elkhorn Tavern 
and the surrounding 140 acres, for the purpose of transferring the Pea 
Ridge battlefield to the Federal government for the establishment of a 
national military park. The Tavern property had been appraised at 
$9,000. The jury awarded the Scott family $16,500. 

I was interested in this trial for several reasons, one of which was 
the attempt to put a money value on an intangible like history. The 
only way that a money value can be put on a historic site is by trans- 
lating history into dollars spent by tourists. No account is taken of 
the spiritual value of the place where history was made. 

Three witnesses, realtors and/or promoters, testified that in their 
opinion..the Elkhorn Tavern property was worth $50,000, $100,000 and 
$125,000 respectively. ALL three justified their figures by. citing the 
tourists that would be attracted by a proper development of the- site. 

Nobody mentioned the velue of Ellshorn as an incentive to state pride 
and patriotism. And, of cose, the Pea Ridge dead, including three 
generals » wore not mentioned. How are you going to "translate a dead 


As I sat in bie courtroom a pana surrounded by portraits of 
judges -- county, circuit, chancery, Supreme -- ( and how did Solon 
Borland get into that collection? } -- I wondered what.would happen to 
the hallowed ground on which McCulloch and McIntosh died if some Cham- 
ber of Commerce wanted it for a factory site. Some people prefer divi- 
dends; I'1l take the memory of the men who fought at Elkhorn.

For example, I learned that Mr.Winsted 
has the account beoks of Freshour, the noted Evansville gunsmith; that 
Mrs. John Babb of ‘Fayetteville has a copy of Evansville's only news- 
paper; -and that there is still living in the Vineyard community. a.de- 
scéndant of the pioneer Fishers who warred with the Shannons. 

Two good tellers of history and legend were Dolph 'Whelchell and L, Re 
Hatchett. Mrs.Hatchett was Ruth Cox, descended from one of our coun- 
ty's earliest families. Others present onthe Winsted porch were 
J.K.P.Hines, Mrs.Floy Baker, Mrs-Anna Watson, Mrs.Corra Bellamy, and 
89-year-old Mrs.Martha Williams. 

I should mention that our hostess, Mrs. Annabelle Winsted, served us 
ice-cold lemonade, and that our host, Rex Winsted, is the man who 
bought the old Latta farm at Vineyard and thus made it possible for 
the Washington County Historical Society to acquire the Latta house. 
which now graces the Park at Prairie Grove.
